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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed 23 January 2004 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each publication or that 
portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to 
be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not 
been considered. The two PCT references (Muir and Chambers) have not been received. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Henly (US 
6,394,421 Bl). 

Henly discloses a chain wheel part 103 comprising: 

a disk 105 having a central portion 109, a perimeter and a substantially planar peripheral 
portion (flat area on disc 105) surrounding the central portion between the central portion and the 
perimeter of the disk. 

wherein the planar peripheral portion lies in a plane, wherein the central portion 109 
being displaced from the plane- 
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a plurality of teeth (as seen in Figure 6) adapted to drive a rope, wherein the plurality of 
teeth extending from the central portion, wherein each of the plurality of teeth not extending to 
the perimeter of the disk; and 

a plurality of spines adapted to drive a chain, wherein the spines being positioned on at 
least some of tht teeth (Figure 6) at an outer most extremity of the teeth, wherein the spines 
extending down from the central portion across at least a portion of the planar peripheral 
portion. 

In regards to claims 4 and 5, Henly disclose the chain wheel 103 part wherein the spines 
extend from the central portion across the planer peripheral portion to the perimeter and adjacent 
the perimeter. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicants arguments filed 23 November 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Previously filed claims 1 and 2 have been cancelled and new claims 3-5 are now 
present. The applicant argues that Henly '421 fails to disclose a plurality of teeth which extend 
from the central portion or a plurality of spines which extend from at least some of the teeth. 
The claimed features are clearly seen in Figure 6.
